Victoria, B. C., June 
15—News is 


brought by steamer of a fight which 
occurred May 26 south of Pao Ting Fu. 


After seven hours fighting the Christ- 


ians succeeded in defeating and rout- 
ing the"Boxers," with a loss of 70 kill- 
ed, the victors having one killed and 
six wounded. 


It seems a mob of 2000 "Boxers" at- 


tacked the Roman i«atho>lie village. 
The villagers, nearly all converts of 
the Roman Catholic missions, antici- 
pated the attack and were- well armed, 
whereas the "Boxers'' were only armed 
with iron shod poles, hatchets, clubs, 
stones and knives. 


The "Boxers" came right on into the 


gates of the city, which were left open 
carrying flags with yellow ground and 
red border and Josses in a big car. 


The villagers poured in a heavy fire 


from some of the nearby houses. 


Attack after attack was made and 


every time of attack the "Boxers" •were 
carried back. 


At length after seven hours of fight- 


ing the rebels fled in disorder. 


The villagers afterwards went out 


and counted no less than 70 dead "Box- 
ers," besides many-wounded.

Shanghai provides the usual crop of 


alarmist rumors as to the conditions 


at Pekin and preparations to oppose 
the international forces; but there is a 
disposition in London to regard the 
safety of the legations and Europeans 
there is not seriously threatened at 
the present moment. 


It is realized however that the slight- 


est sign/of a check to the international 
forces will put an entirely different 
face on the matter and probably lead 
to an outbreak of the rabble which will 
not be easily controlled. Besides, the 
news of the burning of the French and 
British mission at Yunnan Fu is re- 
garded as extremely grave as it points 
to the extension of thjs rebellion in re- 
mote portions of the empire. 


If reports ot Chinese opposition to 


entry toTekin of the international forc- 
es are true it may be necessary for 
Admiral Seymour to wait reinforce- 
ments. 


The latest accounts say the generals 


Tung and Ma are reported to be con- 
centrating forces at Feng Tai while 
General Nieh, who killed a number of 
Boxers, has been degraded.

Wishes to Reach the End 


of His Case 


'Alfred, Me., June 15.— Champion *s 


locked up in the AMred Jail after a rather 
uneventful trip from Booton. 
The 


party, which consisted of Inspector Mc- 
Cauela&d. Sheriff Thompson of York 
counity and Officer Mllesk arrived, axs- 
eojnpanied by a number of reporters, at 
the jafl shortly before 7 o'clock last 


At a late hour last night four war- 


rants were Issued against Champion, 
eich naming one person as having been 
murdered — naawly. Georg« W. Goodwin, 
Fred Bertsch and Mrs. Elsie N. Home— 
and they Trill be served today. 


The poisoner appears on the verge of 


•oHapse, and it Is understood that he had 
practically confessed to the crime, aJ- 
thoush the officers decline to admit any 
truoh thin«. They do nol expect any 
lengthy hearing, for Champion will 
•wtuive the reading of the complaint, and 
the formality of holding him for the 
0rand jury will close the case for the 
time being. 


A bloody shirt promises to be the moat 


Direct piece of evidence to 
connect 


Champion with the murdersu If expert 
testimony proves the stains to be coag- 
ulated blood, the belief of the officers 
mill be confirmed, for the faint red mark* 
on Champion's undershirt which be were 
when arrested are in the sam« relative 
position as the stains on the shirt which 
Champion is said to have discarded at 
Farmington, N. H., and which wag 
found Wednesday. The one point yet to 
be settled Is whether the overshirt fits 
Champion, as he has not been asked to 
try it on. 


Champion -will not be taken to New- 


field. Quite a number of the young men 
of the village talked over matters and 


' almost decided to make Champion's re- 


turn a very unpleasant occasion. One of 
the officers heard of It, and sent for the 
supposed leader of the "Judge Lynch" 
advoca.t*s and laid down his probable 
course of procedure In case of trouble. 
Said the officer: 
"You boys know me 


pretty well, and you know what I say I 
mean. If my brother attempted to take 
Champion from me I'd shoot him 
through the heart." The lynching talk 
subsided, and the prisoner will go to 
trial in the usual course of events. 


Some attention will now turn to the 


•ettlemsnt of the Goodwin estate, and 
the winding up of the affairs of Fred 
Bertsch, the hired man. Of the latter's 
finances It is claimed that he usually 
had considerable money on hand, for, 
besides Industrious habits, he was in- 
clined to talk about his savings, and 
friends maintain that he always had $200 
or $300 in cash available. 


There will be a continuation of in- 


quiry into Champion's antecedents, and 
it Is no* at all unlikely that the accumu- 
lated evidence will prove the prisoner to 
be with bad instincts. It Is even sug- 
gested that Insanity may be a plausible 
reason for many of the deeds which have 
been laid at his door. 


Now that Champion is securely locked 


up, the threatened squabble among the 
officers as to the merit of individual work 
and the credit of the capture is avoided. 
The prisoner's willingness to return to 
Maine "seems to indicate that he wished 
to reac'a the end of the case in the short- 
est way. Champion's arraignment will 
occur today before a local justice. 
A fair proportion of the townspeople 
know Champion by sight. 


Louisville. June 15.—Moved by strange 


jealousy, Thomas Bach, aged 50, yester- 
day shot and killed Mollle Bach, ag«dlS, 
because she was secretly married, four 
.weeks ago, to Newt Thorne, a young 
farmer. The tragedy occurred at the 
Bach farm, 11 nMes from 
Louisville. 


Mollie Bach was adopted 12 years ago 
by the Bach family, and given their 
name. Thomas Bach, although he is a 
married man, was intensely jealous of 
the girl, and he had told ber, it its said, 
that he would kill her If she ever mar- 
ried. Yesterday she showed him the 
license for her marriage to Thornie, which 
occurred four weeks ago, and had been 
kept a secret. 


Bach immediately grabbed a pistol and 


•tarted for the girl. She darted through 
the front uoor of the house, but he caught 
her and shot her three times in the back. 
Pursuing her Into the yard, he shot her 
in the left side. The girl fell to the 
ground, and Bach put the ptetol to her 
temple and shot her again. With the last 
bullet in the pistol ha §hot himself near 
the heart. As he lay «n the ground he 
reloaded the pistol, ewiwled over to the 
girl's body and shot himself again. Bach 
and the girl died, before a physician could 
reach them.

Maybe you have served in the ranks 


Hud know all about it; but. If not, let 
me tell you that war develops strange 
things in men. In a company of 100 
men you will find more love, romance 
and sorrow than you would hear of 
«mong 1,000 men at home. It was a 
comrade's pleasure and duty to share I 
these things with a comrade. At home 
a man would not have talked of bis 
love, his hopes and fears even to a 
brother. Down there in the enemy's 
country, In hut or tent or lying under 
the same blanket after the day's fight 
or march, man turned to ma'n and whis- 
pered his secrets. It was because we 
marched together, fought together, ate 
together and the shadow of death cov- 
ered us all alike. 


You like a man who has shared your 


hardships; you love him when he has 
shared your dangers. 
So it was that 


one might sit down with the company 
roster before him and tell of those who 
tad left wives behind them, and those 
Who had left sweethearts, and those 
who had found correspondents and 
were mingling romance with war. 


It was known, as if it were a family 


matter, that the orderly sergeant's wife 
had died since he left home, leaving 
four children motherless; that Private 
Hayes had quarreled with his sweet- 
heart; that Corporal Johnson's farm 
was going to rack and ruin since he en- 
listed. 
We heard these things and a 


thousand others, and we stood always 
ready to congratulate or sympathize 
•with each other. 1 have known the big 
sergeant to corne rushing into a winter 
hut occupied by six men and wake 
them al! up that he might read a letter 
from home telling that the baby actu- 
ally had taken three whole steps all by 
himself. We were men as to war, wo- 
men as to gossip, children as to trifles. 


It was so with aU of Company G ex- 


cept in one single instance. Trooper 
Easkins was a stranger among us 
When he enlisted. He continued to be 
a stranger to his last hour. When we 
Bized him up, as men size up each oth- 
er, we knew that he bad some secret in 
his life which he did not care to lay 
bare to the world. One could see by 
the stoop of his shoulders, by the look 
In his eyes and by the wrinkles on his 
face that he had been bard hit and 
would suffer to the end. 


As men we respected his secret and 


praised his courage in bearing up un- 
der his sorrows, but as soldiers we- felt 
that his lack of confidence in us was 
an Imputation. We stood ready to con- 
dole and sympathize, but he kept us at 
arm's length. We felt sorry for him at 
first that he received no letters—that 
there was not one single person In all 
the world to write a word of cheer—but 
his careless indifference soon provoked 
our indignation. We gave each other 
the gossip of country and village as we 
marched; we read each other's letters 
'as we smoked at tlss campflre; we 
whispered our confidences in the dark- 
ness—all except Private Haskins. He 
had no friend. He had a comrade,' but 
only In the sense that he shared the 
same fly tent and the same rations. 
When the comrade had failed to dis- 
cover whether Haskins was married or 
single, divorced or a bachelor, a man 
who had been deeply wronged or a 
cynic—when he could get nothing what- 
ever from him as to his past—he turned 
away from him and said to us: 


"Boys, I can't make him out, and I'm 


not going to try any further. 
If he 


don't want to be one of us, let him 
elide." 


We got down on Private Haskins to 


the extent that he was socially out- 
lawed. That meant more than I can 
txplain to you. We gave him credit 
for his soldierly qualities—and It was 
useless to deny that he was a brave 
man—but he was forced to live alone, 
as It were, in the midst of thousands. 
He noted every move made against 
him, and many of them must have hurt 
his feelings and added to his burdens, 
but no one ever heard him complain. I 
believe he secretly was glad of his Iso- 
lation. It gave him time to think and 
meditate, and he would do this by the 
hour. We didn't misjudge the man, I 
am glad to recall, but we simply ostra- 
cized him in a social way, Just as socie- 
ty crowds out the man who tramples 
on the conventionalities. On his part 
he must have felt that no words of 
sympathy from us could have made his 
case better, or he would have "chum- 
med up" and been one of us. 


By and by, after two or three bat- 


tles, strange whispers were circulated 
about regarding Private Haskins.

' Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese minister 
at Washington, is one of the'most dis- 
tinguished and enlightened foreigners 
In the United States. Liberally edu- 
cated In the schools of both Europe and 
China, he has served his country with 
distinction as a diplomat, both at home 
and abroad. Having learned English 
In his youth, he is not only perfectly 
familiar with "our language, but he also 
knows our literature, laws and cus- 
toms. Probably no other man of the 
time is more in touch with the civiliza- 
tion of both the Occident and the orient 
and better understands the questions 
that trouble and all'ect them botl). 


Although the representative of the 


most conservative nation in the world, 
he is invariably on the side of progress, 
and this fact makes his opinion in any 
matter of controversy between China 
and the outside world of special Im- 
portance. He can look at the matter 
from both points of view. He appre- 
ciates China's strength; he knows her 
vast natural resources as no foreigner 
can. On the other hand, he can com- 
pare China with more progressive na- I 
tions, whose civilization he under- 
stands as few of his countrymen do. 
He has tried by every means in his 
power to bring China into closer con- 
tact with the outside world. It was 
he who was chiefly responsible for the

He had our respect and admi- 
ration in the fullest, but he did not 
have and did not wish for our com- 
radeship and sympathy. We knew that 
there are things which must lie buried 
in the human bosom forever and ever, 
no matter what the cost but yet we re- 
sented it when our sympathy was re- 
fused. 


It was two weeks after our fight 


when I was detailed on vedette duty 
with Private Haskins. We were to 
take the post together. In the winter 
camp behind us there waa the hum of 
preparation for the spring campaign. 
In the quarters of the enemy, a dozen 
miles away, there was the same excite- 
ment We rode to a post on the high- 
way and dismounted under a tree. I 
remember that the sun shone warm, 
the buds were starting, and here and 
there a robin was raising his glad song. 
Little was said between us, and by 
and by Private Haskins fell into one 
of his moods. 


From the corner of my eye I watched 


his pipe puff at longer intervals until it 
finally died out 
He looked straight 


ahead of him across the field or the 
wall as his ears drank in the notes of 
the birds. He forgot that I was near. 
His thoughts went back to the old 
grief, and I saw the changes in his soul 
written on bis face. There were joy 
and gladness; there were grief and 
pain; there were wavering and deter- 
mination. At the end of a quarter of j 
an hour he suddenly sobbed In his 
throat Then he rose up and started 
across the field toward the wall.

see? Hold on!" I called to him, but he 
never halted or turned his head.

China. The following Interview with 
a representative 
of the New York 


Journal, after being written out, was 
submitted to the Chinese minister, who 
revised it carefully and then authoriz- 
ed its publication: 


"When asked the other day what he 


thought about the present uprising of 
the Boxers, Wu Ting Fang said: 


"It ia very unfortunate that these 


outbreaks should occur. They are to 
be greatly deplored by the enlightened 
of all nations. Since I have been in 
America I have so frequently had1 
cause to bemoan the Inaccuracy of for- 
eign dispatches that I am hoping the 
reports of this trouble may be greatly 
exaggerated. 


"Not long ago I read a dispatch from 


Peking which stated as a fact that a 
certain high official had been degraded 
in rank. I was astonished, for the 
news seemed Incredible to me. I watch- 
ed Impatiently for the Chinese mail, 
but when it arrived It contained no' 
confirmation of the newspaper dis- 
patch. It never came. I can only ex- 
plain such Inaccuracies by the fact 
.that the newspaper correspondents, be- 
ing ignorant of the language of the 
country, are often misled andsperhaps 
find it difficult to get at the real facts. 
But, exaggerated or not, the situation 
is bad enough. There seems to be a 
strong feeling- of antipathy to foreign- 


wroog. Tear down your truxytets. .tns- 
stroy your idols. Do as we do.' The 
Chinese resent this attitude, and when 
to their resentment Is added supersti- 
tious fear trouble follows. 


"Imagine Indeed how you Americans 


would feel if ChnJfese were to come to 
this country and not merely try to in- 
culcate the teachings of Confucius and 
Bnddha, but even decry the gospel of 
Christ. Don't you suppose they would 
be mobbed? Thea, too. foreign trades- 
men have often increased the distrust 
of the Chinese by the supercilious airs 
they assume toward the natives. Com- 
petition has improved their manners 
somewhat in recent years, bitf un- 
doubtedly their abruptness in business 
transactions has helped to antagonize 
the Chinese very much. 


"In spite of this I should like to say 


that the Chinese are naturally very 
kindly disposed toward the Americans. 
They have never had any tenible with 
the United States J0> a nation. 
The 


United States, In fact, stood by them 
on a number of occasions. 


"The present rising against foreign- 


ers seems to have been occasioned, un- 
less I am greatly mistaken, by the 
ruthless way In which some foreign 
engineers—happily not Americans- 
have pushed forward their railroads 
without regard to the rights or wishes 
of Chinese property owners. I most 
emphatically believe In railroads, but 
I think that just compensation ought 
to be made for the land every time. 


"I do not believe- that the present 


difficulty will last long. The Boxers 
are not an organized society. 
They 


are eimply a mob of fanatics. With- 
out some form of organization, some 
definite head and some consistent plan 
they 
cannot 
accomplish 
anything. 


Some of the dispatches say that the 
emperor's edict against them is eva- 
sive. 
I have not seen the edict in 


Chinese, but I feel sure it is not eva- 
sive. It IB probably the best kind of 
an edict for the occasion. 


"Tbe Chinese government will meet 


this difficulty adequately, but in its 
own way. That way is not the Euro- 


way, to be sure, but it may be 


effective. 
By sending troopa 


to suppress the mobs and by having 
the magistrates make proclamations in 
the several towns the government will 
eventually restore order. The emperor 
probably feels that the people have 
erred through Ignorance and that it 
would be sheer'" barbarism to use the 
eword right and left and exterminate 
whole villages in-accordance with the 
suggestion of some. 


"I felt immensely relieved that no 


demonstration, of hostility attended the 
landing of the foreign marines in Chi- 
na. They entered Peking, too, on tbe 
day of the great dragon festival, when 
the people were naturally excited with 
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after him and caught him, as one might J nlm ^^ ! nad never heard even 


ers among the lower classea of China, 
m~re~or less drinking and hilarity and 


Ignorance and superstition underlie 
this feeling. Shut in. as the Chinese 
have been for centuries, perhaps it is 
natural that they should feel some fear 
In the presence of foreigners, whose 
ways are so different from theirs. 


"This fear has ascribed stranger at- 


tributes that increase their dread of 
them. It is a current belief, for In- 
stance, that foreigners are anxious to 
get the pupils of our eyes for medical 
purposes. This Is an Idea about which 
even tbe learned entertain some doubts. 
I have frequently been asked for my 
opinion on that subject. I remember 
assuring tho^emperor himself at an au- 
dience I had with him that there waa 
no foundation for such a rumor. I told 


a somnambulist who was approaching 
the edge of a precipice, but Just then 
our horses reared and snorted and re- 
quired my strongest efforts to prevent 
them from "breaking away. 
When I 


could look around, the man was nearly 
at the wall. I was about to shout at 
him again, when he stopped, threw up 
his arms and sank down, and he was 
lying on his back on the frostbitten 
grass before I heard the report of the 
rifle which had slain him. Then a 
squad of cavalry dashed out and tried 
to capture me, and I went thundering 
up the road toward the reserve picket 
with bullets singing louder than the 
robins. 


Half an hour later I was back with a 


squadron. We charged past tbe dead 
man on the grass and up to the stone 
wall, but no one was insight All that 
we saw was the peaceful farmhouse 
beyond; all that we heard were the 
voices of tue birds. 


Tbe enemy had been to view the man 


they had slain. From one of his pock- 
ets, in searching for what might be 
worth carrying away, they had taken 
an old letter—a letter dated years be- 
fore and in a woman's hand. They had 


when it would not have been difficult 
to stir hostile feeling to a pitch of fa- 
naticism. 
I think it speaks well for 


the self control of the Chinese that 
they behaTed so admirably on that oc- 
casion, and it leads me to think that 
this present disturbance will be of 
short duration, 


"The dragon festival occurs on the 


fifth day of the fifth month of our year 
nnd is kept in memory of a great 
statesman whom we venerate as a he- 
ro. 
He strongly disapproved some 


harsh measures of the reigning sover- 
eign and reproached him for them. 
For that he was put to death by 
drowning. We honor him as a faithful 
servant, and on his day we have a 
, great festival on the water. Most of 
remotest suggestion to warrant it and , the boats are fashloned after f)ffi llke. 
that, as I was able to read English 
books, I would surely have come across 
eome reference to such a practice if 
anything of the kind were In vogue. 
Roman Catholic nuns in China fre- 
quently maintain foundling homes, but 
In spite of their good intentions they 
are undeservedly regarded with sus- 
picion. Unfortunately, there are still 
many Chinese who think that they 
take the children in simply for the 
sake of their eyes. 


"There was a rumor a few days ago ' 


that some Chinese had had their cuea I 
cut off, and this indignity was wrongly i 
attributed to agents employed by for- 
'< 


eigners. The people commonly believe | 
them adept, too, in use of poisons. I 
remember that there was a perfect ep- i 
Idemlc of rage against foreigners a 
number of years ago owing to tbe fact! 
that some had been suspected of poi- j 
Boning the water. Fury against them , 
spread like wildfire until It was not! 
safe for a foreigner to be even seen 
near a well. Whenever I have had the i 
opportunity I have endeavored to ex- ! 
plain away these fancies and preju- ' 
dices of my countrymen, but too often 
• 


read It or at least a few lines of it 
i tnev exclaim: 'Oh, you are too much

clouds of ignorance must be dispelled 
by tbe bright light of knowledge. Su- 
perstition must go. Education alone Is 
not enough, however, for It Is largely 
a matter of theories. The people must 
be brought Into actual contact with 
other nations. 
I rejoice over every 


mile of track that Is laid, and I hope 
that many will be the American In- 
vestors In future who see fit to put 
their money into Chinese railroads. 


"Another step toward a better under- 


standing between the Chinese and for- 
eigners might easily be taken if for- 
eign nations would only reform their 
consul service. America's representa- 
tives In China are changed too fre- 
quently. 
Seldom do they know the 


language of tbe country. 
If young 


men were sent to China to learn the 
language In their youth, to study con- 
ditions there, with a chance of rising 
through the various offices of inter- 
preter, vice consul, consul, consul gen- 
eral and finally minister, there.would 
be less chance for misunderstanding iu 
the transactions of the two peoples. 


"As It "Is, even the interpreters and 


vice consuls seldom represent the best 
talent, for, having no hope of promo- 
tion, young men In those positions are 
always willing to leave the consular 
service for something better. It Is In- 
deed a pity that the Chinese consulate 
service cannot be placed on a more dig- 
nified basis."

AT WORK IN CHINA 


A definite purpose has at last shown 


itself out of the chaotic state that has 
prevailed in China since the "Boxer" 
movement become alarming. While the 
dispatches declare that all of the 
Chinese empire is in ferment the 
powers have got down to business and 
have set out to put an end to the dis- 
order in the most vital part. Over 
2000 troops of almost all nations are 
marching on Pekin to open its gates, 
disperse the "Boxers" and China's 
soldierly, if need be, and bring protec- 
tion to the members of the legations 
and all the foreigners in the Chinese 
capital. That done it will then be time 
to consider other steps, if other steps be 
found necessary. The latest informa- 
tion from this international expedition 
to Pekin was published in last eve- 
ning's Transcript this morning's papers 
adding nothing to the earlier news. 
When last heard from the expedition 
was half way from Tien. Tsin to Pekin, 
had found the railroad badly torn up 
and had dropped a shell 
into the 


"Boxers." 
It was believed at Tien 


Tsin and Shanghai that relief could not 
reach Pekin before Sunday. In Pekin, 
it was reported, guns were trained on 
the legations and thousands of troops 
were drawn up at the capital's gates 
to resist the entrance of the, interna- 
tional expedition. What is in store for 
the international expedition when it 
gets within gun-shot of the capital can- 
not be guessed very accurately. The 
news dispatches would indicate that a 
Stiff fight was ahead, and a fight could 
not be avoided if the Chinese were a 
less cowardly and more stable people. 
But they are just as likely to be off 
with themselves when they see Eu- 
ropean uniforms as they are to stand 
and give battle. However, the point 
in the Chinese situation at present is 
the relief of the foreigners in Pekin to 
accomplish which 2000 troops of the 
allied nations are marching. This 2000 
form

bless you, Admiral'!" 


Admiral Dewey Is entirely familiar 


with the situation in China. 
When 


asked the direct question, "What is 
likely to become of the present com- 
plications in China?" the admiral 


his head, as if uncertain about 


to say to the nations oi 
'We're in this deal, gentle- 


venturing a prediction. 


"The situation in China," he said, 


"I regard as a very serious one—very 
serious indeed. I can only see one out- 
come as a result of the conflict now in 
progress in China, and that is the adop- 
tion o£ the American policy in favor 
of open ports for American, commerce 
on equal terms -with all the other com- 
mercial nations of the •world. 


"It must come to that eventually, 


and it is fortunate that wo are in a 
position 
Europe, 
men.' 
"This would not have been possible " 


continued the admiral, "had it not 
been for the result of the Spanish war. 
It seems that God is with us in makins 
it possible to have at the present mo- 
ment the largest army of men and the 
most formidable fleet of ships- right 
on the spot to enforce our rights and 
see that American interests are pro- 
tected. 
"Not only have we an army of over 


50,000 trained soldiers at the very gate 
of the Orient, but we are the only na- 
tion that has gunboats on the Yangtse 
Kiang river. It seems like a special 
dispensation of Providence for us to 
have two of our gunboats which are 
capable of navigating: these waters on 
the spot undergoing1 minor repairs. 


"Why," exclaimed the admiral, "in 


many parts of China the Chinese are 
taking American flour in preference to 
rice, and all kinds ot American pro- 
ducts find a reafly market throughout 
the empire. Our commerce is> increas- 
ing wonderfully all the time, and now 
that we have he Philippines we are 
right at the very door of this rich field 
of commerce." 


"Then you sincerely believe In our 


retention of the Philippines?" the ad- 
miral was asked. 


"Most assuredly I 
do," was the 


prompt reply. "Had it not been for our 
acquisition of those islands it would 
not have been possible to have the 
fighting1 force in those waters today, 
and we would have been ignored in the 
deliberations now daily held by the 
representatives of the great nations of 
Europe relative to China the same as if 
we were one of the smaller countries 
of South America.1' 


"Not only am I interested in this 


subject as an American citizen, but I 
have a number of dear, warm personal 
friends actively engaged in the conflict. 
There is Vice Admiral Seymour, who is 
-n personal command of the British, 
fleet. I pray God they are not going 
to massacre him. 
He was with me 


when I saw Agniinaldo, and Seymour 
advised the Filipino chief to tie to the 
Americans. 


"Kempff'a knowledge of the German 


.anguage enables him to participate in 
the consultations which the command- 
ers of the respective forces hold daily, 
and he is a,ble to keep his government 
well advised *of what occurs, without 
the aid of an interpreter. He is for- 
tunate in having with nim Captain Mc-

REVISION OF CITY 
ORDINANCES 


Work Begins Tonight. 
Several Ordi- 


nances to be Changed 


A meeting1 of the city council com- 


mittee on ordinance will be held this 
evening, when, the work of revision of 
all the city ordinances, ordered by the 
council recently, will be begun. 
The 


committee has not yet outlined the 
work, but it is probable that the re- 
vision will occupy some months before 
the committee is finally ready to report 
the revised ordinances of 1900 to the 
council. 


It is not known just how many of the 


present ordinances will be changed, 
but there are several which as they 
now stand conflict with xhe new state 
laws, so that they will have to be 
changed anyway. 
The ordinance in 


which most changes are expected is the 
building ordinance. It will be remem- 
bered that last, year the council start- 
ed out to prepare a revised and "up- 
to-date" building ordinance, but that 
this was given up when it was an- 
nounced that a thorough revision of all 
would be made this year. It is prob- 
able that the building requirements of 
the city will be considerably altered 
at this time. 


Among the other ordinances which 


it is said may be changed is the fire 
ordinance, extending the fire limits, on 
account of the extension of the water 
system, and in providing for right of 
way, etc., at first. The license ordin- 
ance must be made to conform to the 
new law, and the election warrant or- 
dinance will have to be changed for a 
similar reason.

The enemy, though m overwhelming 
numbers, were checked along a line of 
36 miles; and the burghers succeeded in 
driving back their right wing five miles. 
Two burghers were killed aad 10 
wounded." 


Another M-achadodorp announcement 


U that the first regiment of General 
Butler's force to attack Almond's Nek 
was "annihilated;" but as the British 
were in overwhelming force the burghers 
were compelled to abandon the Nek. 


A dispatch from Lourenzo Marquez 


says: "President Kruger is holding on 
to his gold and issuing paper notes from 
a press in his executive car. The Boer 
government's com stock is exhausted; 
and the ofticidls are now paying out 
plain gold discs unstamped. Some who 
have declined to accept notes have taken 
their salaries in gold bara. The Boer 
government is still paying out much 
gold in that way. 


General Buller will be unable to ad- 


vance further until he gets supplies. He 
will probably wait until the tunnel has 
been cleared. Nearly every farmhouse 
his troops passed flew a white flag. The 
British took nothing without paying for 
it; and a brisk business was done in 
milk, eggs, br&ad and chickens by thrifty 
housewives, who were pleased to get so 
much English money.

BEE BUZZES. 


The fumes of burning sulphnr will de- 


stroy all motbworms in combs not oc- 
cupied by the bees. 


The surroundings of the hive should 


always be kept clean and no weeds or 
filth allowed to accumulate. 


So far as can be done a clean, open 


place shemld be selected for the bees, 
where it can readily be kept in order. 


It is considered quite an advantage al- 


ways to furnish a new swarm with a 
frame of young brood taken from another 
colony. 


When bees are allowed to swarm at 


will, we need not look for ranch surplus 
honey, because excessive swarming will 
be the rule. 


Swarms may be hived in empty frames 


with success, but when thus hived care 
must be taken to have the hive set per- 
fectly plumb. 


When the brood chamber of the hive 


becomes so full of bees that they are 
crowded 
for 
room, additional space 


should be added. 


In handling swarms care must be tak- 


en to avoid killing any bees if possible 
and to keep the swarm all together so 
that none will be lost.—St. Louis Repub- 
lic,

Still Weak, but Improving Stead- 


ily. No Defense Made Today, 


and Little Evidence Heard 


Louis Farrar, who on the evening of 


May 18 shot his wife, Nora Farrar, \vas 
given a hearing in the district court 
this morning on the charge of assault 
with intent to murder, and was held 
for the grand jury under the same bail 
as before, $15,000. The hearing was 
comparatively brief, and little more 
was done than to prove the shootlns. 


Mrs. 
Farrar was in court, this beins 


the first time since the shooting that 
she has been away from the house. 
Last week she sat up tor the first time, 
and although s'he is gaining- strength 
steadily, s'he is still very weak. Ac- 
cording to the testimony of Dr. Staf- 
ford on the stana, she is out of danger 
with the possible exception of disease 
of the right lung settuift in as a result 
of the bullet wound. This is not ex- 
pected, however. 


A number of witnesses were in court, 


but only six were examined, Mrs. Far- 
rar herself, Dr. Stafford, Rachel Bird, 
Mrs. 
Farrar's sister, Mr. Bird, her fa- 


ther, and Captains Parrow and Jones. 
Their testimony was brief, and the de- 
fense put in no evidence at all. 


The stories of the crime were almost 


identical with that given in the Tran- 
script the day after the shootinsr. Mrs. 
Farrar's testimony was of chief in- 
trest, as showing the conversation that 
took place between her and her hus- 
band jus before the shots were fired. 
Mrs. Farrar occupied a chair in, front of 
the witness stand as she gave her tes- 
timony, not being strong enough to 
stand. She told her story clearly, al- 
though couldn't remember just what 
•was said at the time, on acount of the 
excitement she was in during the brief 
talk with her husband. 
She spoke 


quietly, except when once or twice on 
cross examination the lawyers for the 
defense tried to bring out some state- 
ments in regard to the relations be- 
tween her husband and father, when 
she was most emphatic in her answers. 


Mrs. Farrar said that she first saw 


her husband that evening as she was 
returning from work at the Briggsville 
mill, accompanied by her siater, Rachel 
Bird, and a neighbor, Minnie D'utupy. 
Farrar was then standing at the top 
of Moulton hill, while they were goine 
up. He did not come near enough to 
speak-at that time, and the next she 
saw of him was when he was was 
standing in, the doorway of William 
Mullett's house, next door to Farrar's 
parents' home. 


IHe approached her, calling out, 


"Don't be in such a hurry, Nora, I 
want to speak to you." 


She did not answer him but looked 


the other way. He then went in front 
of her, and faced her with the words, 
"If you won't sp.tiak to me, yooi must 
pause." 


Wth this he drew the revolver, and 


pi nt^-d it at her face,saying,"You know 
]£OITI, if you ever left me, I'd do this." 
Later His. Farrar changed tills, say- 
ing that his words were "You know 
if it ever came to this, I'd do this." 


At sight of the revolver, she star** 


ed to run towards Farrar's mother's 
house, and heard a shot whetu she had 
gone but a_few feet. She cried tr* her 
husband "Stop," and after that remem- 
bers nothing of what took place. 


On cross examination, which was 


conducted by Lawyer J. H. Mack. Mrs. 
Farrar said she had refused to see her 
husband since he was released from 
jail for scalding her. Her father had 
refused to allow him to enter their 
house, but siie told her father that she 
did not want to see her husband. 


An attempt Tvas made to show the 


unpleasant relations between her fa- 
ther and husband, but beyond Baying 
that her father "stuck up for his 
daughter," and telling of how her fa- 
ther had done favors to her husband, 
she would say nothing. She also re- 
fused to say that she had been under 
her father's authority since their mar- 
riage, one instance when she attended 
a dance someyears ago being instanced 
by the lawyer to which, her father was 
said to have objected. 


Dr. Stafford testified as to the Injur- 


ies, and to Mrs. Farrar's present con- 
dition. He aafd that the wound in the 
back had healed, but that the wound 
in the breast was slower in healine. 
Tile only possible complication now 
WdiK be the failure of the lung to 
heal. Only a part of the lung was in 
use now, but if any such complication 
set in, it would be tvithin a few weeks. 


Rachel Bird, Mrs. Farrar's sister, 


told her story of the shooting, which 
differed little from Mrs. Farrar's, ex- 
cept that she thought Farrar fired ons 
shot at his wife's face, before the one 
that took effect. She gave the conver- 
sation between the two as slightly dif- 
ferent, but not in essentials. Mr. Bird 
was asked In regard to his relations 
'with Farrar, but thesis questions were 
ruled out, and he did not testify far- 
ther. 


Captain Parrow told ot his conversa- 


tion with Farrar in the cell after the 
arrest, ini which Farrar admitted shoot- 
ing his wife, and said he wished" it had 
been Mr. Bird instead. The talk that 
he had with Farrar was practically 
the same as the interview with him 
published in the Transcript at the time. 
Captain Jones, who was with Captain 
Parrow, repeated the*con,versation. 


No arguments were made, and Far- 


rar was held for the grand jury. The 
only time that ho showed any emotion 
in court was when Clerk Cady read at 
first the $15,000 bail as $16, at which 
Farrar burst into a laugh. 


There is little doubt that the line of 


defense will be Insanity, as announced 
some time ago, and that the defense 
will try to show insanity in the family, 
as well as that Farrar had not been 
mentally responsible for some time.

From the Pittsfleld Call: 
It may not be generaly known, but 


one of the oldest telegraphuis in this 
county as well as one of the oldest 
newspaper men, is Colonel "VV. H. Phil- 
lips, and he has some most interesting 
stories of telegraphy in old days which 
are bound sooner or later to be brought 
to light. He learned the irade in North 
Adams, his father compelling him to 
do it, without consulting h'is wishes at 
all. The colonel was then a mere boy., 
perhaps 16 years of age, but he "proved 
an adept scholar at this work as in 
other lines and soon had so complete 
a mastery of the profession that when 
the manager of the office wanted a va- 
cation, young Phillips was left in 
charge. It wasn't a great while after- 
wards before he was wanted up in 
Bennington, Vt., to take charge of the 
telegraph office there and to set up 
the instruments.
